This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2).

See MPEP which discloses 
that applicant must provide a computer readable form of the "Sequence Listing", a paper copy of the "Sequence Listing", as well as 
an amendment directing its entry into the specification, and a statement that the content of the paper and computer readable form 
copies are the same and, where applicable, include no new matter as required by 37 CFR 1.821(e) or 1.821(f) or 1.821(g) or 1.821(b) 
or 1.825(d). See the attached Notice to Comply with the sequence rules). As the non-compliant amendment is a reply to a Non-Final 
Office Action and since the amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to be a reply (37 CFR 1 .135(c)), applicant is given a TIME 
PERIOD of ONE MO^ITH from the mailing of this notice within which to re-submit the corrected section which complies with 37 
CFR 1.121 in ordered avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD ARE AVAILABLE UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a).
